Chance Gave Church Opportunity to Write 
His Famed Editorial, ? Is There a Santa Claus'? 



Francis Pharcellus Church is dead 
these score of years and had it not 
been for an article of some four or five 
hundred words which he dashed off 
hastily at his desk in a New York 
newspaper office it is probable that his 
name would have been forgotten for 
as many years. You will look in vain 
for mention of him in most encyclo- 
pedias of biography. If you happen 
to get the right one, you will find seven 
lines devoted to him — but these as a 
part of the sketch of his father, Phar- 
cellus Church, a distinguished New 
York clergyman of the last century. 

In those seven lines you will learn 
that he was born in Rochester, N. Y., 
February 22, 1839, was graduated from 
Columbia College with honors' in 1859. 
studied law, but gave it up because he 
discovered that he was more interested 
in writing than in legal matters, be- 
came one of the editors and publishers 



of the Army and Navy Journal and 
later, with his brother, William Conant 
Church, founded and edited the Galaxy 
Magazine. Old-timers in newspaper 
work may remember him as one of 
the bright young men with whom 
Charles A. Dana surrounded himself 
on the New York Sun to give to 
American journalism a new and bril- 
liant tradition and recall that he was 
once an editorial writer on the Sun. 

But there were several brilliant edi- 
torial writers on the old Sun and only 
a happy accident gave Church his 
chance for enduring- fame. One Sep- 
tember day in 1897 a queer letter came 
to the editorial desk of that newspaper. 
It was from a little girl, who was 
greatly troubled because her playmates 
had tried to shake her childish faith in 
Santa Claus and who wanted the ques- 
tion of whether or not there was such

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Another Step by the Depositors 

Two months ago the Merion Title and Trust Company closed its 
doors, leaving the Main Line with much of its money tied up, and with 
a woeful lack of banking facilities. Only during the past week, following 
the orders of the State that the hank he liquidated, have steps been taken 
by the depositors to try to save the situation. 

Last week a plan was launched, as explained in these columns, 
leading to the formation of a new bank. This week a new step was 
taken m the recognition of an independent depositors' committee of six 
men. While it is most unfortunate that such a group was not actively 
in existence weeks ago. there is still strong hope that the community 
will yet rise to meet, the problem. 

The plan announced last week depends for its success upon the 
response of the individual depositors. A special coupon has been widely 
distributed through the newspapers and by means of reprints, requesting 
the sentiment of the depositors upon a plan to establish a new bank. 
Prompt return of these coupons will help a great deal in determining 
the wishes of the community. 

The new committee will work independently of the committee on 
organizing a new bank. They have, however, secured a resolution from 
the directors of the Merion Title, authorizing the State Banking Depart- 
ment to release information. Thus, from the information which will 
transpire, a program of rehabilitation may be built. 

It is often said that few closed banks ever re-open. That is no doubt 
true, but it is also true that few closed banks leave a gap as serious as 
that created in Ardmore, Narberth and Bala-Cynwyd. This fact alone 
supplies an incentive for the formation of a new bank, independent of 
the desirable idea of saving money for the depositors. An additional spur 
is the fact that a sum of two million dollars in various municipal and 
school accounts is public money. 

The entire community should keep in close touch with the various 
negotiations. While there is life ... . 

Christmas Good-Will 

Over 1900 years ago was first published the Christmas message of 
peace and good-will. Since that day there have been many wars with 
their attendant destruction of life and property. But no one would think 
of denying the fact that of recent years the war against war has made 
noticeable headway. And is not the expectation justifiable that a few 
generations more will see the end of war as an instrument of settling 
international disputes? 

To what extent has the message of good-will become an actuality? 
Obviously peace and good-will are vitally related. If the gospel of peace 
has gained acceptance, so has the gospel of good -will. Between nations 
at peace with one another there will naturally exist a feeling much akin 
to good-will. But good-will, especially active good-will, demands a 
behavior, not merely an attitude. And this behavior is not by any means 
so prevalent at present as to be easily noted. 

Of all the virtues, good-will is the widest in range and most effective 
in action. When a man has good-will towards another, he is not merely 
wishing him well ; he is actually behaving in that way towards him. A 
person of good-will gives to the needy not vague, indefinite proffers of 
assistance, but real material help. That is the kind that will lie most 
welcome this Christmas season.

Sharp Justice in Montgomery County 

For the first time in sixteen years, a Montgomery County jury last 
Saturday rendered a verdict of guilty of first degree murder, with a 
recommendation of the death penalty. The case was the trial of "Big 
Jake" Lehmann, a gambler, for the murder of Ralph Spanish. 

The long period of years since a similar action was taken might be 
considered a proof of the purity of the County, but many have taken 
another view. A reputation for poor prosecution and weak murdef cases, 
justified or not, has grown up in the mind of the public. This verdict, 
well in accord with the evidence, will go a long way toward removing any 
idea that this County is a good setting for a murder.

Time Out 
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a person settled once and for all. The 
letter was handed to Church for a reply 
and he, according to the testimony of 
a contemporary, "bristled and pooh- 
poohed . . . hut he took the letter 
and turned with an air of resignation 
to his desk." A few minutes later he 
handed to his chief a few pages of 
handwritten copy and promptly forgot 
the incident. What he had written 
was printed unostentatiously in the edi- 
torial columns of the Sun on Septem- 
ber 21, 1897. It was his reply to little 
Virginia O'Hanlon as to whether or 
not there was a Santa Clans. 

The next vear, just before Christ- 
mas, the Sun' received a request from 
a reader that the editorial be reprinted. 
The same thing happened the next 
vear and the next and the next. Thus 
was a newspaper classic born. Church 
died April 11, l'J0(>, and the following 
day the Sun lifted for a moment the 
anonymity which veiled its editorial 
writers to tell its readers that the reply 
to Virginia O'Hanlon's letter, which 
they had grown to love, was from his 
pen. 

For his editorial was already famous 
and every year since that time, some- 
time before Christmas, 'the New York 
Sun has reprinted what 1'rancis 
Church wrote away back in 189/. 
More than that, it has been reprinted 
in countless numbers of other news- 
papers. 

Here is Virginia's letter and Francis 
Church's answer: 

"Dear Editor: I am eight years old. 
Some of my little friends say there is 
no Santa Claus. Papa says if you see 
it in the Sun it's so. Please tell me 
the truth, is there a Santa Claus? 

"Virginia, your little friends arc 
wrong. They have been affected by 
the skepticism of a skeptical age. 1 hey 
do not believe except they see. ihey 
think nothing can be which is not com- 
prehensible by their little minds. All 
• minds, Virginia, whether they be men s 
or children's, are little. In this great 
universe of ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, as compared 
with the boundless world about him, 
as measured bv the intelligence capable 
of grasping the whole of truth and 
knowledge. Yes, Virginia, there is a 
Santa Claus. He exists as certainly as 
love and generosity and devotion exist, 
and voti know that they abound and 
give "to vour life its highest beauty and 
joy. Alas! how dreary would be the 
world if there were no Santa Claus — 
it would be as dreary as if there were 
no Virginias. There would be no 
childlike faith then, no romance to 
make tolerable this existence. \Vc 
would have no enjoyment except in 
sense and sight. The eternal light with 
which childhood fills the world would 
be extinguished. 

"Not believe in Santa Claus! \o\\ 
might as will not believe in fairies! 
You might get your papa to hire men 
to watch in all the chimneys on Christ- 
mas eve to catch Santa Claus, but if 
they did not see Santa Claus coming 
down, what would that prove? No- 
body sees Santa Claus, but that is no 
sign that there is no Santa Claus. The 
most real things in the world are those 
that neither children nor men can see. 
Did vou ever see fairies dancing on the 
lawn? Of course not, but thats no 
proof that they are not there. Nobody 
can conceive or imagine all the won- 
ders there are unseen and unseeable 
in the world. You may tear apart the 
baby's rattle and see what makes the 
noise inside, but there is a veil cover- 
ing the unseen world which not the 
strongest man, or even the united 
strength of all the strongest men that 
ever lived, could tear apart. Only 
faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, can 
push aside the curtain and view and 
picture the supernal beauty and glory 
beyond. Is it all real? Ah, Virginia, 
in all this world there is nothing else 
so real. , 

"No Santa Claus? Thank God!— he 
lives and he lives forever. A thou- 
sand years from now, Virginia, nay, 
ten times a thousand years from now, 
he will continue to make glad the 
hearts of children."

Merry Christmas, gardeners all!

And who has a better right to say 

and feel "Peace on Earth, Good-Will 
to Men" than they who garden for 
the love of it? An appreciation of the 
beautiful and a love of nature is a 
blessing and adds much to the lives of 
gardeners and their friends. The ever- 
lasting hills, the great trees, a still 
pond, a garden, large or small — what 
do they spell? Peace on earth. And 
what does the garden preach every 
day in the year? Good-will to men. 
Here am I, -enjoy my beauty, take of 
my blossoms, feast on my fragrance 
and take a part of me to your garden. 
I spell good-will to men and peace on 
earth. 

And so as our garden year draws 
to a close we think back oyer the past 
seasons. Disappointments? Yes, but 
were the disappointments not as much 
in men as in the plants themselves? 
Let us not blame the plants too harsh- 
ly. Perhaps we did not know the 
plants and their needs as well as we 
might have. Many lessons were 
learned, as they are learned every year. 
Next year will be a better one. Our 
garden will be better planned. We 
will do our work on time and we will 
tend our garden diligently. And then 
our garden has grown; every tree and 
shrub is larger and stronger; that 
serene and beautiful old age is begin- 
ning to show (in the garden), that 
mellow effect that makes plants look 
as if they had always been there. 
Building a real garden is a slow 
process; therefore, it must be care- 
fully planned. The infant child is not 
a man in five years; it is nature's way. 

At Christmas time we cannot help 
getting a bit philosophical. It is per- 
haps because there is so little real 
gardening to do that we have time to 
think about it. 

Those poinsettia plants like a tem- 
perature of from 60 to 65 degrees or 
over. Do not expose them to cold 
draughts. The same goes for other 
tender house plants as well. 

Begonias of the large pink-flowered 
type will stand more sun than the 
small-flowered varieties. While all be- 
gonias like a little moisture they will 
not stand over-watering. 

The Jerusalem cherry likes a cool 
situation and moist atmosphere. The 
Norfolk island pine likes a moist at- 
mosphere with lots of sun. 



If the cut Christmas tree is placed 
in a pan of water it will hold its needles 
very much longer. The falling needles 
arc a bit messy and the slightly-mois- 
tened tree is very much safer in re- 
gards to fire than the very dry tree. 

And don't forget to feed the birds!

"It would be greatly appreciated if 
this resolution is adopted by your 
board with the least possible delay." 

Decision to press the request for 
information followed a visit of the de- 
positors' committee to Harrisburg last 
Friday. Members of the committee 
were advised by the State Banking 
Department to proceed in the above 
manner to secure the information they 
desired. 

A similar request originating from 
the same source but not naming a 
representative committee was refused 
by directors of the bank at a meeting 
December 15. 

The next step in securing informa- 
tion considered necessary for rehabili- 
tation in connection with the local 
bank situation will be to secure the 
approval of the State Banking Depart- 
ment of those of the depositors' com- 
mittee as being the proper representa- 
tive persons to secure such information. 

According to a statement given out 
by the depositors' committee, their 
primary objective is rehabilitation, al- 
though, at this time, no promises can 
be made for the future.
